Lightning Rods 


A bulletin advocating the use of 
lightning rods on buildings has just 
been issued by the Ontario depart- 

mt of agriculture. Prof. W. H. 

y, of the staff of the Ontario Agri- 
culture College, is the author of this 
bulletin, and he demonstrates, after 
a series of investigations covering 13 
years, that lightning rods are the pro- 
tection that science claims them to 
be. In Ontario in 1913 the efficiency 
ofyods Was 94% per cent. From the 
reports of insurance companies, Prof. 
Day found that in every 200 farm 
buildings insured, 42 were  rodded, 
which is 21 per cent. but out of every 
200 farm buildings struck by lightn- 
ing only 3 were rodded. In this con- 
nection Prof. Day observes “We 
should have expected 42 if the rods 
were no good.” 

Lightning rods in Iowa are record- 
ed as showing an efficiency of 98.7 
per cent. cnd inspected rods in Mich- 


igan show an efficiency of 99.9 per] — 


cent. Records in Iowa show that for } 
the eight years 1905-1912 the average 
number of insurance companies car- 
rying risks on rodded buildings was 
55. The highest number of companies 
reporting in any one year was 68 and 
the lowest 46. The total lightning 
claims paid by all these companies 
fog the whole eight years on rodded | 
buildings was only $4,464.30—an in- 
crease of $10.15 per company per 
ygar. On rodded buildings they paid) 
lightning claims amounting to the | 
large sum of $341,065.32, which is an 
average of $775.15 per company per | 
year, and the number of unrodded , 
buildings was the same as the rodded 
ones. 

In Michigan where a company in- 
sures only rodded buildings which 
have been inspeced a risk of $55,172,- 
075 was carried during four years and 
damage claims arising from lightning 
during that time totalled only $32. 

This and other proofs subimtted 
by Prof. Day are practical demonstra- 
tions of the scientific fact that lightn- 
ing rods properly installed are a pro- 
tection. In giving directions for the 
proper rodding of buildings the read- 
er is reminded that lightning is elec- 
tricity. Prof. Day asserts that rods 
should be ‘n metallic connection with 
the building and that no insulators 
should be used. This method of at- 
tachment is directly opposite to that 
adopted when lightning rods were 
Airst used.

In 
the heavens would be poised a bril- 
liant globe twenty-five vimes larger 
than the sun appears to us, emitting 
for millions of miles into space gigan- 
tic fire rays and coronal streamers. 
Bombarded by terrible heat, the earth 
would become red het, its atmosphere 
dissipated, its vegetable covering eras- 
ed, its Ocean bapins turned into bar- 
ren wastes, while iron would flow like 
water. The vistance from us of Sir- 
ius, the brightest of the fixed stars, is 
so great that its rays require eight 
and a half years to reach us, not- 
withstanding <hat light travels 18b,- 
300 miles a second. Sirius travels 
through space at 1,000 miles a min- 
ute. 


“Inn” and “Hotel” 

The Saxon word ‘inn,” taken in 
the present sense, was rrobably in 
use before the conquest, whereas the 
purely French word “hotel” as gener- 
ally applied to “an inn of style and 
pretension,” dates only from about 
the time when officers of the British 
army of occupation returned from 
Paris with enthusiastic accounts of 
Meurice’s and a dozen other hostel- 
ries of the Rue de Rivoli and the 
Rue St. Honore which quite threw 
the humbler accommodation offered 
by the average British inn of that 
period into the shade. At the com- 
mencement of the nineteenth century 
Frenchmen taught the London inn- 
keeper the science of hotel keeping, 
before the beginning of the twentieth 
the Englishman had begun to return 
the compliment.—Country Life.

LOST GOLD MINE IN ARCTIC 


Archdeacon Whittaker, Pioneer Miu-| Lantern Slides a Medium in Dairying 


sionary, Tells of Fruitless Hunt 
Fo; Hidden Treasure 


An extraoruinary storv of a_ lost 


gold mine, was related recently by 
Archdéacon 
neer, who has labored for 19 years 


among the Eskimos in the viciniiy of 
the Mackenzie river on the fringe of 
the Arctiy ocean. The gold mine is 
supposed to ba located between Fort 
McPherson and Herschel Island. Ac- 
cording to Archdeacon Whittaker, 
traditicn says that a great number of 
years ago a party of nine men, one of 
them an old C.i.R. surveyor, found a 
gold mine, which was stated to be of 
fabulous value, among the mountains 
in the vicinity. They made elaborate 
geographical notes so that they would 
be able to find it again and then re- 
turned with the object of making the 
necessary arrangements'to work the 
On the way out, each of them 
heavily lacen with precious metal, 
provisions ran shore and seven of the 
party died. The two remaining organ- 
ized another party but the geographi- 
cal calculations were lost in the 
meantime and all attempts to locate 
the mine ended in failure. For the 
past twelve or thirteen years, says 
Archdeacon Whitteker, party after 
party has attempted to reach the sup- 
posed treasure. 

““Two years ago,” he states, “I was 
going down the Porcupine on my way 
to Dawson. and I met half a dozen 
men with a little steam launch and 
a big supply of food. By the way of a 
joke I said to them, ‘Are you looking 
for a lost mine?’ not suspecting that 
was what they were really after. They 
claimed to have the exact latitude and 
longitude with them and seemed al- 
together sure they would be success- 
ful. But if they found gold, nobody 
has ever head of it.” 

Archdeacon Whittaker said that a 
man named McRae, a minia,  en- 
gineer in Mexico, gave up a good job 
and started cut with a Sextant com- 
pass to look for the treasure on the 
strength of inside information, he 
claimed he had in his possession. Mc- 
Rae found indications, which led him 
to believe he was on the right track, 
and he came back and secured finan- 
cial packing to the extent of $12 UuU 
He bought an elaborate outfit. incliud- 
ing a motor launch and went in again 
with four men, but the expedition met 
the same fate as the rest. Two of the 
men are stil! living in the vicinity. 
Archdeacon Whittaker added that 
Stefansson, the noted explorer, is now 
using the motor boat. 


A Record in Avalanches 


Avalanches in Switzeralnd 
been numerous recently and it is said 
that there have been more recorded 
than for over a century. From all 
quarters come news of destru tion 
caused by the fall of great masse 
of snow down the mountain sides, 
but, by some happy fortune, no one 
has been injured, although there have 
been several narrow escapes. 

An hotel has been destroyed and a 
number of houses crushed by an ava- 
lanche falling from the Col des Mcn- 
ets. 

Another avalanche sweeping down 
from a height of 1,200 feet has dam- 
aged a number of houses in La 
Rosiere and carried away several 
chatlets. The thunder of .he fall was 
such that it sounded as if the moun- 
tain were crash ng down, and the 
tempest caused was so violent that 
in the streets of Argentire, nearly 
three-quarters of a mile away, it was 
impossible to stand upright.

If you dye your brown boots black 

you may have to spend more money 
than if you vought a dozen pairs of 
new boots. in many of these dyes 
are aniline colors, which are easily 
absorbed by the open pores of the 
feet, and the result may be a very 
severe type of blood poisoning. 
* The latest case reported is that of 
a perfectly healthy young man who 
wore a pair of brown shzes that had 
just been dyed black and were not yet 
dry. In two hours he became livid, 
the lips bluish, the cars purple, the 
nostrils retracted, the skin chilly and 
the pulse 120 and weak. 

The doctors were puzzled until they 
saw the newly blacked shoes in a cor- 
ner of the room where the young man 
had flung them in his ;.gony. After 
treatment the young man recovered, 
but he wanted no more of the shoes. 

In another case a young man put 
on a pair of shoes dyed in the same 
way, and, putting on no socks, mount- 
ed his bicycle. In fifteen minutes he 
was seized with nausea and fell faint- 
ing from his wheel. He was seriously 
ill for three days.

The Canadian Government to Bulld | 
the World’s Largest Telescope at a 
Cost of $100,000, the Sum _ Repre- 
senting a Notable Contribution to 
Pure Science. 

The Canadian government will soon 
posses a more powerful reflector tele- 
scope than any now in existence. It 
has been referred to in the news-: 
papers as “the largest telescope in the 
world,” but this descrirtion is mis- 
leading for two reasons; First, be- 
cause its aperature, 72 inches, is to 


Parsonstown reflector, built by 
Rosse in 1842; and second, because 
by the time the Canadian instrument 
ig completed it now s-ems likely that 
the 100 inch reflector whica has long 
been under construction for the 
Mount Wilson Solar Observatory will! 

The Canadian 
telescope will, however. be & much 
more efficient instrument ‘han Lord 
Rosse’s. Not only will the mirror be 
much superior, but the mounting will 
enable the telescope to be worked to 
the full advantage.

PRAIRIE INTO VALUABLE LAND 


Stupendous Irrigation Work Near 
Bassano Practically Com- 
pleted 
The greatest irrigation plant on 
this side of the world was practically 
completed with the finishing of the 
great dam across the Bow river at 

Bassano, Alta. 

In the Canadian work 3,000 men 
have been laboring constantly for 
three years. A battery of steam 
shovels, hundreds’ of concerte ma- 
chines. 2,000 teams, a corps of engi- 
neers and survey men, hundreds of 
freight cars for supplies and mater- 
fal, have been em;loyed. Altogether 
$17,000,000 has been spent to turn the 
territory into a rich agricultural dis- 
trict. 

The area affected by this distribu- 
tion of water lies at the foothills of 
the Rocky Mountains. It stretches 
practically from the outskirts of Cai: 
Baty east to the Red Deer river and 
as far north as Edmonton. 

Cutting this immense irrigation 
“block” nearly in half is the Bow 
river, a stream 200 yards wide, which 
rises in the Rockies and flows, an icy 
torrent, through Alberta. Near Bas- 
Sano it bénds in a wide sweep like a 
horseshoe, and there is located the 
Bassano dam.

The live stock branch of the Do- 
minion department of agriculture is 
prepared to offer practical assistance 
this year to associations of wool 
growers in the preparation and dis- 
play of their wool clips for market. 
Associations, in order to receive this 
aid, must be organized in accordance 
with the regulations of the branch, 
and membership is limited to actual 
owners of sheep. West of Fort Wil- 
liam an association must contain at 
least 3,000 sheep, or sufficient to 
comprise one carload of wool; east of 
there, a relative number. The ser- 
vices of expert wool classifiers, who 
will take charge of and perform the 
grading, classification and  prepara- 
tion of the wool will be provided.

WOULD DECIMALIZE TIME 


Frenchman Proposes 20 Hours and 
1,000 Chrones for Day 

A suggestion is made in the current 
Revue Bleue jor the purpose otf bring- 
ing the chronological system into line 
with the decimalization of money, 
weights and distance. 

This new nropuosal involves the di- 
vision of the day into twanty periods, 
called hores, instead of twenty-four 
hours, each hore being similarly di- 
vided into fifty periods, called 
chrones, each chrone—about one and 
a half minutes—being the thousandth 
part of a day—as the gram and the 
meter are the thousandth part, re- 
spectively, of the kilogram and kilo- 
meter. The chrones are further sub- 
divided into centichrones, the equiva- 
lent of a second. 

The deviser of the plan asserts 
that the new system would facilitate 
marine observations, besides simply: 
fying calculations of time generally. 
The French government, however, 
shows no inclinaticn to adopt the 
idea,

REPUBLIG OF MEXICO. 
AND ITS. HISTORY 


COUNTRY HAS BEEN THROUGH 
MANY HANDS AND STRANGE 
ADVENTURES 


History Dates Back to the Year 720— 
The Aztecs Estabilshed an Empire 
With a High Grade of Civilization 
Before the Invasion of the Span- 
jards. 


The republic of Mexico, officially 
called the United States of Mexico, 
was one of the two great vice-royal- 
ties of Spain in the new world. Mex: , 
ico and Peru, represented the domin- 
ions of a territory extending from the 
undefined north to the extremity of 
South America, 

From the hopelessly confused leg- 
endary accounts of events in prehis- 
toric Mexico, it is possible to make 
out only a rough outline of what hap 
pened. The Toltecs began a long 
course of wandering through the val- 
leys about the year 720. They held 
sway unti] 1108, when their power 
Was overthrown. and they themselves 
driven southward through Central 
America. Their conquerors the Chi- 
chimecas, held the land until they 
were, in turn, overpowered by the 
Aztecs, who had wandered into the 
country from the north. 

Aztecs Established Empire 

The Aztecs established an empire 
with a high grade of civilization con- 
sidering the wildness and savigery of 
the rest of the American hemisphere. 
The architetture, government, mode 
of living, and commerce Were such as 
to astonish the Spaniards under Cor- 
tez, who invaded the country in 1519. 
Montezumi was their emperor. 

The Spaniards quickly went to war 
with the Azetcs. The atter fought 
bravely for a tir.e, but could do noth- 
ing before Cortez’s cannon. 

In 1810 a priest, Miguel Hidalgo, 
rang the churct bell and called upon 
his people to throw off the yoke of 
foreign tyranny. A year later he was 
captured andj shot, but the revolution 
continued until 1822, when Iturbide, 
a former Spanish official, but then a 
revolutionist, was proclaimed emper- 
or of the independent monarchy, a 
year later « republic war established, 
and Quadelupe Victoria became the 
first president. 

Texas Quits Mexico 

In 1836 the Texans made good their 
separation frem Mexico, ana ten 
years later the United States army in- 
vaded the country, finding an easy 
conquest. Civil war followed and 
some of the European powers sent 
troops to protect the foreign citizens 
in Mexico. 

Later gn, all but France withdrew 
their troops, aid it v.as thea that Na 
poleon III. unfolded his plan for es 
tablishing a l‘rench empire in Mexico, 
He persuaded the weak-willed Aus- 
trian Archduke Maximilian to ascend 
the throne with His wife, the now in- 
sane Empress Charlotte. 

The~Mexicans then overthrew the 
monarchy, captured and shot the em- 
peror and established another repub- 
lic. General Juarez, leader of the 
patriots, kecaine president. Upon his 
death, in 1872, Juarez was succeeded 


\by Lerdo de Trejada, who was custed 


by Portfirio Diaz, in 1877. Diaz was 
succeeded by his friend, Manuel Gon- 
zalez, in 1880, who was, in turn, fol- 
lowed by Viaz again, the latter having 
changed the constitution limiting the 
terms a president might hold. 
Follow United States 

Nhe government is patterned after 
that of the United States, having a 
president, vice-president, congress 
composed of .wWo houses, and a simi- 
lar system of judiciary. 

Mexico is one of the richest mining 
countries in the world, and has vast 
water, timber and agricultural re- 
sources. It has been largely cevelop 
ed and exploited by foreign capital, 
with little or no advantage to the 
peonle at large. 

There are more than 16,000,600 in- 
habitants, over 10,000,000 of whom 
are pure-blooded Indians or largely of 
Indian blood. The ruling calss is, for 
the most part, of nearly pure Spanish, 
blood, and ccnstitutes a very small 
part of the  opulation, 


The Latest Homestead Map 

The twelfth edition of a publication 
which should prove of interest vw 
every person following the Lrogress 
of settlement throughout the prov- 
ince of Manitoba, Saskatchewen and 
Alberta is now being prepared in the 
railway lands branch of the depart- 
ment of the interior at Ottawa. It is 
known as a “Homestead Map,” and 
shows in a graphic way the land sit- 
uaton up to the beginning of the 
present year, alsc the standing of 
each quarter section throughout the 
three prairie provinces, according to 
the records cf the department on the 
1st of January, 1914. The map has 
been issued in three separate sheets, ~ 
one for each province, the Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba sheets now being 
available for distribution, the addi- 
tional sheet covering the province of 
Alberta to follow at an early date, 

In addition to the information re- 
garding lands which have bee. home- 
steaded or otherwise disposed of, the 
publication contains complete infor- 
nation with respect to Indian reserves, 
timber berths, grazing leases, post of- 
fices, railways, etc., throughout the 
three provinces 

The homestead map is being dis- 
tributed free of charge. A copy of the 
Saskatchewan or Manitoba sheet may 
now be obtained upon application to 
F. C. C. Lynch, superintendent of 
railway lands, department of the In- 
terior, Ottawa.

New Atlantic Liners 


This season will see the Atlantic 
service of the Canadian Pacific aug- 
| mented by the addition of two new 
steamers. These two vessels will be 
of the one class cabin type, which are 
becoming so popular. Barclay Curle 
& Company, of Glasgow, secured the 
contract for the building of the ships 
some months ago, and the construc- 
tion is well under way. They are be- 
ing specially constructed for the At- 
lantic service and will contain every 
pessible convenience for the comfort 
of passengers. They wiil be of the 
“one class” type, with passenger ac- 
commodation for 520 second, and 1,- 
200 third class. These new vessels 
have been named the “Missanbi” and 
the “Metagama.” Their length will be 
of 520 feet, greatest breadth 64 feet, 
while the breadth of the passenger 
deck will be 41 feet. Each vessel will 
have a dead weight capacity of 7,950 
tons, with an approximate cargo cap- 
acity for 6,000 tons. The famous 
cruiser stern, which is the feature 
of the new Empress recently placed va 
the Pacific coast, is being introduced 
and the new ships will also have six 
complete steel decks. In order to en- 
sure safety the hulls are to be sub- 
divided by water-tight doors and bulk- 
heads, so as to be capabtie of floating 
when three compartments are open. 
These water-tight bulkheads and 
doors will be automaticaily controlled 
from the bridge. The speed of each 
vessel will be 15 knots, with a 
draught of 27.5. As for the interior 
of the vessels, each second-class state 
room will be fitted with a wardrobe 
and chest of drawers, folding lavatory 
with mirror, :nd other conveniences. 
The public rooms will be dining sa- 
loon, smoking rcucm, lounge and draw- 
ing room. The refrigerating pldnt 
will be capable of making 300 pounds 
of ice per eight hours. The vessels 
will be heated and ventilated on the 
thermometer system, changing the air 
eight times each hour. Taere will also 
ae printing plant on board each ves- 
sel. ‘ .

The experi- 
mental farms system embraces the 
Central farm’ and’ twenty’ branch 
farms and stations, each manned by! 

At these wide-| 
spread, well-equipped institutions 
practically every phase of agriculture, 
from the study and suppression of 
plant diseases to the breeding apd 
raising of all manner of orchard, gar- 
den and tield crops and classes of 
farm animals, are taken up. In addi- 
tion, seven outlying sub-stations car- 
ry on and report upon work of an 
agricultural nature. 

The report for the year ending 
March 31, 1913, makes a volume of 
nearly 700 pages, crammeca with the 
meat of what was accomplished and 
found out during the year. The in- 
formation is so classified and treated 
as to be readily available to the 
reader in whatever subject he may 
chance to be interested. A large edi- 
tion has been printed, so as to sup- 
ply for some time et least every ap- 
plicant who will drop a card for a 
copy to the Publications Branch, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. .

Electric Light In Egypt 


Egypt promises soon to follow the; 


lead of more advanced countries in 
great\ schemes of clectric power de- 
velopment. As a result of the build- 
ing of the Assouan dam on the Nile, 
the primary object of which was to 
conserve water fcr irrigation pur- 
poses, the development c* 5,000 horse 
power in the for-a of electrical ener- 
gy has been made possible. Different 
purposes to which this power can be 
applied are being considered., One 
horse power will manufacture 
two tons of calcium cyanamide in one 
year, and thus the Assouan power 
could turn out 100,000 tons per an- 
num—that is to say, £900,000 worth 
of the fertilizing agent most exten- 
sively required in Egypt.
